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John  Covelli 

John  CovelH  is  Music  Director  and  Conductor  of  the  Flint  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  was  formerly  Associate 
Conductor  of  the  Milwaukee  Symphony  where  he  combined  his  appointment  there  with  a prestigious 
appointment  as  the  Exxon /Arts  Endowment  conductor.  He  has  also  held  the  position  of  Resident  Conductor  of 
the  Kansas  City  Philharmonic. 

In  the  opera  world,  John  Covelli  has  held  the  positions  of  Music  Director  of  the  Florentine  Opera  Company  of 
Milwaukee,  Assistant  Conductor  of  the  New  York  City  Opera,  chorus  and  workshop  director  for  the  Boston 
Opera  Company,  and  a conductor  with  the  Michigan  Opera  Theatre.  In  addition  to  opera,  he  has  conducted 
ballet  in  cities  throughout  the  country,  and  has  toured  extensively  with  the  Harkness  Ballet  in  the  United  States 
and  Europe. 

Mr.  Covelli  has  also  toured  Europe  as  conductor  and  soloist  with  the  famed  Seventh  Army  Symphony,  and  was 
selected  as  a special  musical  ambassador  in  Europe  for  USIS. 

Among  Covelli’s  awards  are  fu-st  prize  in  two  of  Europe’s  most  prestigious  piano  competitions  — the  Queen 
Elizabeth  of  Brussels,  and  the  Busoni  International  Piano  Competition  in  Bolzano,  Italy;  a grant  from  the 
Martha  Baird  Rockefeller  Fund  as  a conductor  specializing  in  the  study  of  performance  of  American  Music,  and 
the  Ditson  Award  in  Conducting  from  Columbia  University. 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

Harry  EUis  Dickson  is  assistant  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  and  Esplanade  Orchestras,  founder,  artistic 
director,  and  conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts,  and  a member  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra’s  first  violin  section. 

A native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  is  a graduate  of  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  studied  violin  for  two  years  with  Carl  Flesch  and  Max  Rostal  as  a fellowship 
student  at  Berlin’s  Hochshule  ftir  Musik,  and  later  studied  conducting  with  Pierre  Monteux  at  the  Domain 
School  in  Maine.  Mr.  Dickson  was  active  as  both  conductor  and  violinist  before  joining  the  Boston  Symphony 
under  Serge  Koussevitzky  in  1938. 

Mr.  Dickson  is  the  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous  awards.  He  is  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des 
Lettres  of  the  French  government,  and  in  1971  the  National  Conference  of  the  Humanities  presented  him  a 
Certificate  of  Honor  recognizing  his  distinguished  contributions  to  the  humanities.  He  holds  honorary  doctoral 
degrees  from  Berklee  College  of  Music,  North  Adams  State  College,  and  Curry  College.  In  September  1975,  the 
city  of  Somerville  dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its  new  Winter  HiU 
Community  School. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  music  and  musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has  incorporated  many  of  them  into 
his  book,  “Gentlemen,  More  Dolce  Please!,”  an  entertaining  view  of  music  behind  the  scenes  now  in  its  second 
printing.  In  addition,  he  has  furthered  the  part-time  conducting  career  of  his  close  friend  Danny  Kaye,  with 
whom  he  has  travelled  to  many  countries  as  musical  mentor. 

Mr.  Dickson’s  association  with  the  Boston  Pops  dates  from  1938,  and  he  became  assistant  conductor  of  that 
orchestra  in  1958.  In  1975,  he  conducted  the  Pops  at  the  inaugural  ceremony  of  his  son-in-law,  former 
Governor  Michael  Dukakis. 


Loma  Cooke  deVaron 

Loma  Cooke  deVaron  is  a graduate  of  Wellesley  College,  where  she  studied  music  theory  with  Nadia  Boulanger. 
She  received  her  M.A.  in  Music  from  Radcliffe  College,  where  she  was  Assistant  Conductor  of  the  Radcliffe 
Choral  Society  under  G.  Wallace  Woodworth,  and  studied  composition  with  Walter  Piston  and  Archibald 
Davison.  In  1944,  at  the  age  of  twenty-three,  Mrs.  deVaron  was  appointed  to  the  faculty  of  Bryn  Mawr  College. 
She  came  to  the  New  England  Conservatory  in  1947,  and  joined  the  faculty  of  the  Berkshire  Music  Center  at 
Tanglewood  in  1953  after  having  studied  choral  conducting  with  Robert  Shaw. 


The  New  England  Conservatory  Chorus 

The  New  England  Conservatory  Chorus  was  founded  in  1947  by  Loma  Cooke  deVaron.  The  group  was 
established  to  provide  professional  training  for  future  singers,  educators,  and  conductors,  and  has,  in  the  thirty- 
two  years  since,  become  one  of  the  country’s  most  distinguished  vocal  groups.  The  Choms  has  performed  with 
the  Boston  Symphony  for  the  past  twenty-seven  years,  and  has  made  seventeen  recordings  with  the  BSO  on  the 
RCA  and  Deutsche  Grammophon  labels.  The  group  has  made  extensive  tours  of  the  United  States,  the  Soviet 
Union,  and  Europe,  and  has  performed  under  such  distinguished  conductors  as  Seiji  Ozawa,  Colin  Da\ds, 
Charles  Munch,  Erich  Leinsdorf,  Leonard  Bernstein,  Aaron  Copland,  Robert  Shaw,  Nadia  Boulanger,  Andrew 
Davis,  and  Claudio  Abbado.

Erich  Kunzel 

New  York  born  Erich  Kunzel  holds  degrees  from  Dartmouth,  Harvard,  and  Brown 
Universities  (he’s  been  on  the  faculty  of  Brown  for  the  past  seven  years),  and 
studied  conducting  with  the  late  Pierre  Monteux. 

Mr.  Kunzel  is  currently  Music  Director  of  the  Cincinnati  Pops,  and  since  he 
assumed  that  position  in  1977,  has  recorded  eleven  albums  on  the  Vox  label  with 
that  orchestra.  IBs  commitment  to  pops  dates  from  1965  when,  as  resident 
conductor  of  the  Cincinnati  Symphony,  he  was  responsible  for  the  popular  8 
O’clock  Pops  series  there. 

Kunzel  was  the  first  to  conduct  a symphonic  i^ops  concert  in  Nashville’s  new 
Grand  Ole  Opry’  House,  and  he  has  made  numerous  guest  conducting  appearances 
with  major  orchestras  throughout  the  country' including  the  Boston,  Chicago,  San 
Francisco,  Rochester  and  National  symphonies,  the  Cleveland  and  Philadelphia 
orchestras,  and  orchestras  in  Toronto  and  Ottawa,  Canada.  In  addition  he  has 
been  guest  conductor  at  Chicago’s  Ravinia  Festival,  and  this  past  season  opened 
Cleveland’s  Blossom  Festival  (his  fourth  consecutive  year  of  opening  that  festival) 
with  the  world  premiere  of  Daniel  Flannery'’s  “Great  Symphonic  Visual  Fantasy”, 
a symphonic  concert  combining  fireworks,  strobes,  laser  lights,  choral  effects, 
dance,  and  video  screen  projections. 

Among  the  many  soloists  with  whom  he  has  worked  are  Sarah  Vaughan, 
Roberta  Flack,  the  late  Duke  Ellington,  Buddy  Rich,  Doc  Severinson,  Chet 
Atkins,  Johnny  Mathis,  Carlos  Montoya,  and  Dave  Brubeck  whose  cantata  “The 
Gates  of  Justice!’  he  and  Brubeck  have  recorded.
